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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  October  23,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  a  further  re- 
duction of  100,000  tons  in  the  total  quantity  of  non-quota  sugar  author- 
ized for  purchase  in  1961 .  The  allocation  for  India  was  reduced  by  50  ,  000 
tons,  for  Brazil  by  30  ,  000  tons  and  for  China  (Formosa)  by  20,000  tons. 
On  October  13  the  allocationfor  Peru  had  been  reduced  by  30,000  tons. 
The  combined  reduction  of  130,000  tons  and  the  50,000  tons  that  had 
not  been  allocated  to  any  country  decreased  total  supplies  by  180,000 
tons  below  the  ten  million  ton  estimate  of  requirements  established  in 
December  I960.  Sugar  quotas  and  authorized  non-quota  purchase  alloca- 
tions for  1961  now  total  9,820,000  tons. 

The  spot  price  of  raw  cane  sugar  duty  paid  at  New  York  was  6.30  cents 
per  pound  October  27  and  had  averaged  6.18  cents  during  the  period 
October  1-27.  Theaverage  pricefor  the  months  ofAugustand  September 
had  been  6.06  cents  per  pound  but  for  the  period  from  the  beginning  of 
the  year  through  October  27  the  average  was  6.29  cents  per  pound  or 
.03  cent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The  wholesale  price 
of  refined  cane  sugar  at  New  York  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  through; 
October  27  averaged  9.44  cents  per  pound  or  .03  cent  higher  thanfor 
the  same  period  in  I960. 

On  October  9  the  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  North- 
east was  reduced  0.  15  cent  to  a  9.  15  cents  quotation  for  sugar  in  100- 
pound  paper  bags.  However,  on  October  24  refiners  in  this  territory 
announced  a  0.15  cent  increase  in  prices  to  the  former  level  of  9.30 
cents.  On  October  18  the  wholesale  price  in  the  Southeast  was  reduced 
0.10  cent  to  a  9.  00  cents  per  pound  basis.  Quotations  were  unchanged  in 
other  territories  as  of  October  23  with  refined  cane  sugar  at  9.00  cents 
in  the  Gulf  and  8.60  cents  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  with  beet  sugar 
quoted  0.20  cent  lower  in  this  territory.  Both  cane  and  beet  sugar  are 
quoted  at  8 .  80  cents  in  California,  Arizona,  and  Nevada,  but  with  a  0.15 
cent  allowance  applicable  on  a  day  to  day  basis.  Beet  sugar  is  quoted  at 
8. 65  cents  in  the  balance  of  the  Western  states  with  cane  sugar  listed  at 
8.65  cents  in  Oregon  and  Washington  but  at  8.75  cents  in  other  states. 
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Distribution  of  sugar  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  October  was  54,000 
tons  higher  than  a  year  ago  and  the  cumulative  year  to  year  increase 
through  October  21  was  155,000  tons. 

Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1.961 
totaled  7,261,000  tons  or  101,000  tons  more  than  for  the  same  quar- 
ters last  year . 

Deliveries  by  cane  sugar  refiners  through  September  were  the  same  as 
last  yearfor  that  period.  Deliveries  by  importers  of  direct-consumption 
sugar  were  230,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier,  while  deliveries  by 
beet  sugar  processors  were  327,000  tons  more  than  last  year. 

Ordinarily  September  30  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  beet  sugar  stocks 
are  at  their  lowest  seasonal  level.  After  that  date  harvest  of  the  new  crop 
gets  under  way  on  a  broad  front.  This  year  beet  sugar  stocks  on  Sep_- 
tember  30  amounted  to  212,000  tons,  somewhat  lower  than  the  225,000 
tons  on  the  same  date  last  year.  The  212,000  tons  held  on  September  30 
included  10 , 000  tons  of  I960  or  old-crop  sugar  and  202,000  tons  of  1961 
or  new-crop  sugar. 

The  world  market  price,  on  October  23,  declined  to  2.60  cents  per  pound 
of  raw  sugar,  f.o.b.  and  stowed,  Greater  Caribbean  area;  a  price  of 
2.57  cents  which  had  been  quoted  on  September  20  and  21,  1961,  was  a 
postwar  low.  A  nominally  lower  quotation  of  2.55  cents  prevailed  on 
some  days  in  the  summer  of  1959,  but  that  quotation  was  on  anf.a.s. 
basis.  To  compensate  for  loading  and  stowing  charges,  an  f.o.b.  and 
stowed  quoted  price  should  be  10  to  12  points  higher  than  an  f.a.s. 
quotation .

This  is  the  third  annual  evaluation  of  monthly  sugar  deliveries  by  pri- 
mary distributors  in  relation  to  long  time  growth  trend  and  seasonal 
pattern  without  evaluating  cyclical  movements  that  may  be  present.  (See 
Sugar  Reports  Nos  .  89  and  101,  September  1959  and  I960). 

Present  analysis  reviews  developments  in  reported  deliveries  for  the 
12  months  of  I960  and  the  first  nine  months  of  1961.  Background  data 
presented  last  year  are  brought  up  to  date  (Figure  1).  Annual  trend  data 
are  compared  with  reported  annual  deliveries  in  Table  1  .

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FIGURE  I :- MONTHLY,  12- MONTH  MOVING  AVERAGE,  AND 
TREND  OF  SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY  PRIMARY  DISTRIBUTORS. 
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During  the  1952-57  period  annual  sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distrib- 
utors averaged  8,472,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  103.3  pounds  per 
capita.  Their  1952-57  annual  upward  trend,  about  1.75  percent  of  the 
average,  closely  paralled  the  trend  in  population  growth  of  about  1.73 
percent . 

Table  2  indicates  the  approximate  seasonal  pattern  for  I960  and  1961  .  In 
establishing  this  pattern  departures  in  sugar  deliveries  from  growth 
trend  were  computed  for  each  month  for  the  1952-57  period.  Then  the 
departures  for  corresponding  months  were  evaluated,  with  emphasis  on 
1955-57  experience.  Thus,  in  effect,  trends  or  shifts  in  the  seasonal 
pattern  were  taken  into  consideration.  If  the  tendency  toward  bulk  deliv- 
eries continues  to  increase  with  shorter  lead  time  between  delivery  and 
use,  the  seasonal  pattern  may  need  to  be  updated  in  the  near  future. 
This  may  apply  also,  for  different  reasons,  to  the  long  term  growth 
trend . 

To  assure  effective  evaluation  progressively  throughout  the  year  and  to 
minimize  any  error  in  the  pattern  for  an  individual  month,  the  seasonal 
pattern  also  was  constructed  cumulatively  from  January  1  and  is  shown 
in  column  2  of  Table  2.

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June  through  September  may  be  expected  to  be  months  of  relatively- 
large  deliveries ,  November  through  April  months  of  relatively  low  deliv- 
eries, and  May  and  October  months  of  transition.  In  Figure  2,  actual 
monthly  data  for  I960  and  the  first  nine  months  of  1961  are  related  to 
this  seasonal  pattern. 

1960  distribution 

(a)  In  relation  to  the  1952-57  trend,  projected  through  I960 

Reported  sugar  deliveries  of  primary  distributors  for  I960  were  in  clos  er 
conformity  with  1952-57  growth  trend  projected  through  I960  than  any 
other  year  during  the  1952-60  period,  (Table  1).  The  I960  deliveries  at 
9  ,  26  1 ,  000  short  tons  ,  raw  value  were  within  9  ,  000  tons  ,  or  0  .  1  pe  rcent 
of  the  long  time  growth. 

(b)  In  relation  to  the  seasonal  pattern 

Below  seasonally  adjusted  sugar  deliveries  occur  red  during  the  first  two 
months  of  I960.  Reported  deliveries  after  moving  alternately  above  and 
below  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend  from  March  through  May  totaled 
within  25 ,  000  tons  of  each  other  for  the  3-month  pe riod  .  With  the  approach 
of  the  season  of  largest  sugar  use,  the  evolving  Cuban  situation,  and  with 
prospects  of  seasonal  price  advances,  reported  sugar  deliveries  sub- 
stantially exceeded  their  seasonally  adjusted  trend  for  June  and  July  and 
by  the  end  of  July  cumulative  deliveries  were  nearly  1  50  ,  000  tons  above 
that  trend.  Based  on  later  developments,  part  of  these  very  large  deliv- 
eries reflected  sugar  users  buying  to  meet  requirements  for  a  period 
extending  beyond  normal.  For  the  next  3  months  deliveries  totaled  about 
125,  000  tons  below  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend  for  the  August-October 
period.  In  contrast  to  both  1958  and  1959,  November  I960  deliveries 
were  above  and  December  I960  were  below  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend 
for  these  respective  months,  but  the  total  for  the  two  months  was  within 
13,000  tons  of  such  trend.  The  relationship  between  cumulative  deliv- 
eries and  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend  by  months  is  shown  in  Table  4. 

1961  distribution 

(a)  In  relation  to  the  1952-57  trend,  projected  through  196  1 

Sugar  deliveries  through  September  adjusted  for  the  seasonal  pattern, 
were    about  30,,  000  tons  above  the  projected  trend  after  allowing  for

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absence  of  1952-57  average  constructive  deliveries  at  I960  year-end. 
Cumulative  monthly  fluctuations  above  and  below  such  trend  have  been 
smaller  this  year  than  last. 

(b)  In  relation  to  the  seasonal  pattern 

The  near  lack  of  I960  year-end  constructive  deliveries  was  not  reflected 
at  all  in  January  196 1  deliveries  and  only  to  the  extent  of  15,000  tons  in 
February  1961,  the  two  months  during  which  previous  year-end  con- 
structive marketings  would  have  been  physically  delivered  .  This  appears 
to  indicate  that  sugar  use  during  these  two  months  was  either  about 
35,000  tons  smaller  than  would  have  been  expected  or  that  consumers 
were  reducing  their  previously  acquired  stocks.  March  deliveries  were 
about  in  line  with  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend  but  April  deliveries  were 
45,000  tons  below  trend  and  by  the  end  of  that  month  cumulative  deliv- 
eries were  31,000  tons  below.  No  factors  appear  to  have  developed 
during  the  January- April  period  to  engender  forward  buying  by  sugar 
users.  A  situation  somewhat  similar  to  that  for  the  same  month  in  1959 
developed  in  May  --  normally  a  month  of  transition  requiring  no  adjust- 
ments in  the  growth  trend  for  seasonality.  Total  May  1961  deliveries 
at  962,000  tons  were  about  180,000  tons  above  both  May  I960  and  long- 
time growth  trend,  in  anticipation  of  a  price  increase  as  the  season  of 
largest  sugar  use  approached. 

Announced  price  increases  in  May  were  not  made  effective  in  many 
instances,  and  the  May  surge  in  deliveries  did  not  hold  in  June  or  July. 
June  deliveries  were  about  90,000  tons  below  seasonally  adjusted  trend 
and  July  deliveries  were  about  75,000  tons  below.  A  secondary  surge 
occurred  in  August  when  sugar  deliveries  at  992,000  tons,  a  record  for 
that  month,  were  about  9  percentage  points  above  the  seasonally  adjusted 
pattern.  September  deliveries  were  3.2  percentage  points  above  the 
pattern,  with  cumulative  deliveries  to  the  end  of  that  month  about  83,000 
tons,  or  1.2  percentage  points,  above  the  seasonally  adjusted  trend. 
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ACTION  RELATING  TO  1961  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
Amendment  of  March  31,  1961 


Amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act,  Proclamation  by  the  President,  and  sub- 
sequent actions  relating  to  sugar  supplies  through  September  1961  are 
covered  in  the  April,  May,  July  and  September  1961  issues  of  SUGAR 
REPORTS,  Nos.  108,  109,  111  and  113. 

Since  then  two  such  actions  have  been  taken,  details  of  which  are  shown 
below: 

Non-Quota  Purchase  Sugar  Allocations  Reduced  30,000  Tons  (date 
announced  --  October  13,  1961).  (See  October  18,  1961  Federal  Reg- 
ister) . 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  today  announced  a  reduction  of  30,000  tons  in  the  1961  non-quota 
purchase  sugar  allocation  for  Peru. 

This  quantity,  together  with  50,000  tons  of  the  proration  of  the  Domin- 
ican Republic  not  previously  authorized,  was  not  reallocated  to  other 
countries  . 

In  noting  that  the  shortfall  ( shortage)  declared  today  was  not  reallocated 
to  other  countries,  USDA  officials  said  the  Department  does  not  plan  to 
reallocate  further  expected  shortfalls  in  the  allocations  to  other  foreign 
countries.  This  is  consistent  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture's  pre- 
viously indicated  intention  to  maintain  prices  fair  to  the  domestic  indus- 
try (see  press  release  of  Sept.  21,  USDA  3068-61). 

A  portion  of  the  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  relating  to  the 
reduction  in  the  allocation  for  Peru  follows: 

"The  Peruvian  sugar  producers,  noting  the  apparent  adequacy  of  sup- 
plies in  the  United  States  market  for  the  balance  of  this  year  and  the 
paucity  of  offshore  raw  sugar  for  arrival  here  in  the  first  quarter  of 
next  year,  reviewed  its  own  situation  with  respect  to  servicing  this  mar- 
ket. Peru  has  the  ability  to  fill  its  quota  and  allocation  this  year.  Never- 
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theless,  the  sugar  producers  have  offered  to  have  their  current  allo- 
cation of  non-quota  sugar  reduced  by  30,000  tons  which  is  the  quantity 
presently  unsold  and  unchartered.  This  sugar,  plus  the  quantities  ori- 
ginally scheduled  will  be  available  in  the  early  part  of  1962.  " 

With  this  reduction,  the  quantity  of  sugar  which  maybe  imported  into  the 
continental  United  States  from  Peru  during  1961  within  the  quota  and 
non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocation  is  636,  377  tons.  The  calendar  year 
quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  all  areas  and  coun- 
tries effective  after  the  action  of  today  follow: 

Calendar  year  1961  quotas  established  by  Sugar  Regulation  811  (press 
release  995-61  and  2431-61)  and  quantities  of  non-quota  sugar  author- 
ized for  purchase  (1)  for  importation  only  during  the  period  January- 
March  1961  (press  release  3752-60)  and  (2)  for  importation  during  the 
period  April-December  1961  are  shown  in  Table  5. 


Reduction  in  Non-quota  Sugar  Authorized  for  Purchase  .in  1961  (date 
announced  October  23,  1961)  (See  October  26,1961  Federal  Register) 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  a  reduction  of 
100,000  tons  in  the  total  quantity  of  non-quota  sugar  authorized  for  pur- 
chase in  1961.  The  allocation  for  India  was  reduced  by  50,000  tons,  for 
Brazil  by  30,000  tons  and  for  China  by  20,000  tons. 

Special  effort  will  be  made  to  restore  to  these  three  countries  similar 
quantities  from  any  discretionary  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations 
available  during  the  first  half  of  1962. 

The  reasons  for  the  action  are  indicated  in  the  Statement  of  Bases  and 
Considerations  which  follows: 

'Although  the  average  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  for  the  year  to 
date  is  about  the  same  as  the  annual  average  price  in  I960  and  higher 
than  that  of  earlier  years,  raw  sugar  prices  in  recent  months  have  been 
well  below  average  and  are  below  a  desirable  level  for  this  period  of  the 
year .

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"In  view  of  geographical  and  other  relevant  circumstances  affecting  raw 
sugar  supplies,  it  would  be  appropriate  for  inventories  in  the  hands  of 
refiners  to  be  larger  at  the  end  of  1961  than  those  held  at  the  end  of 
recent  years.  Nevertheless,  to  encourage  the  purchase  of  raw  sugar  at 
prices  which  will  equitably  maintain  and  protect  the  welfare  of  the  do- 
mestic sugar  industry,  it  appears  necessary  to  reduce  the  supplies  of 
offshore  raw  sugar. 

"Consistent  with  the  terms  of  section  408  (b)  of  the  Act,  Sugar  Regu- 
lation 820,  which  authorized  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  also 
provided  that  the  quantity  of  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  from  any 
country  or  countries  could  be  increased  or  decreased  as  market  cir- 
cumstances dictate.  Among  the  countries  for  which  non-quota  sugar 
was  authorized  for  purchase  in  accordance  with  the  proviso  in  section 
408  (b)  (2)  (iii)  Brazil,  China  and  India  have  relatively  large  quantities 
remaining  in  their  allocations  which  these  countries  would  be  unable  to 
deliver  until  late  November  or  December.  Since  the  supplies  of  sugar 
which  could  arrive  only  in  late  November  and  December  appear  to  be 
large  in  relation  to  refiners  needs  at  prices  which  are  fair  to  the  do- 
mestic sugar  industry,  the  total  quantity  of  non-quota  sugar  authorized 
for  purchase  is  herein  reduced  by  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  by 
reducing  the  authorized  allocations  for  Brazil  by  30,000  tons,  China 
(Formosa)  by  20,000  tons  and  India  by  50,000  tons. 

After  this  action  the  quantity  of  sugar  which  may  be  imported  within  the 
calendar  year  1961  quota  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocation  for 
China  is  170,028  tons,  and  within  the  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allo- 
cations for  India  is  175,000,  and  for  Brazil  is  306,474  tons. 

The  calendar  year  quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for 
all  areas  and  countries  effective  after  the  action  of  today  follow: 

Calendar  year  1961  quotas  established  by  Sugar  Regulation  811  (press 
release  995-61  and  2431-61)  and  quantities  of  non-quota  sugar  authorized 
for  purchase  (1)  for  importation  only  during  the  period  January-March 
1961  (press  release  3752-60)  and  (2)  for  importation  during  the  period 
April-December  1961  (press  releases  1150-61;  1739-61;  2075-61;  and 
3557-61)  are  shown  in  Table  6.

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DETERMINATIONS  OF  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 
AND  QUOTAS  FOR  1962 


Long  standing  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  have  required  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  determine  sugar  requirements  for  each  calendar  year 
in  December  of  the  preceding  year  and  to  establish  annual  quotas  for 
various  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  in  accordance  with  for- 
mulae specified  in  the  Act.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  hold  a  publichear- 
ing  in  November  to  receive  data,  views,  and  arguments  from  all  inter- 
ested persons  relevant  to  the  determination  of  requirements  and  quotas. 

The  Act.was  amended  in  Ju\y  I960  and  March  1961  and  extended  through 
March  31,  1961  in  the  first  instance  and  through  June  30,  1962  in  the 
second.  New  provisions  of  the  Act  (Sec.  408(b)  direct  the  President  to 
determine  the  quota  for  Cubain  such  amount  as  he  shall  find  to  be  in  the 
national  interest,  but  not  in  excess  of  the  quota  pursuant  to  Section  202 
and  such  provisions  prescribe  the  methodfor  obtaining  from  other  sources 
the  quantity  of  replacement  sugar  that  may  be  needed. 

The  usual  provisions  for  determining  requirements  and  quotas  for  local 
consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  are  continued. 

A  "Notice  of  Rule  Making"  with  respect  to  sugar  requirements  for  1962 
and  the  establishment  of  quotas  for  the  period  January  1  through  June 
30,  1962,  was  announced  by  the  Department  on  September  21,  1961  and 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  September  26,  1961.  The  notice 
proposed  a  determination  of  requirements  for  the  calendar  year  1962 
amounting  to  9,500,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  200,000  tons  less  than 
anticipated  needs  for  the  year  and  establishment  of  quotas  for  domestic 
areas  and  foreign  countries  other  than  Cuba  for  the  first  six  months 
totaling  3,175,378  short  tons,  raw  value.  The  notice,  also,  provided 
that  all  persons  who  desire  to  submit  written  data,  views  or  arguments 
for  consideration  in  connection  with  the  proposed  determination  may  file 
the  same  in  duplicate  with  the  Director,  Sugar  Division,  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  at  any  time  prior  to  November  20, 

1961.  (See  Sugar  Reports  No.  113,  September  1961,  p.  10  for  text  of 
announcement). 
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No  public  hearing  is  scheduled  prior  to  issuance  of  the  initial  determi- 
nations for  1962.  However,  there  follows  an  outline  of  the  basic  con- 
siderations, as  amended  in  I960  and  1961,  and  the  pertinent  statistical 
series  which  customarily  have  been  published  in  the  October  issue  of 
Sugar  Reports  . 


SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  OF  CONSUMERS 


Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a 
responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows:

Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12 -month period  ended  October  3 1 , 
1961. 

Make  allowances  for: 

deficiency  or  surplus  in  inventories  ("quota 
stocks  "); 

changes  in  population; 
changes  in  demand  conditions 


Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing  power; 
and 

the  relationship  between  wholesale  refined  sugar 
prices  which  would  result  from  such  determi- 
nation and  the  general  cost  of  living  as  compared 
with  the  relationship  between  wholesale  refined 
sugar  prices  and  the  general  cost  of  living  during 

1947-49  as  indicated  by  the  Consumers'  Price 
Index 
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QUOTAS  AND  APPORTIONMENTS 


Section  202  of  the  Sugar  Act  provides  that  "Whenever  a  determination 
is  made,  pursuant  to  Section  201,  of  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  consumers,  the  Secretary  shall  establish 
quotas,  or  revise  existing  quotas  11  pursuant  to  prescribed  formulas . 

Section  408  of  the  Sugar  Act  as  amended  on  July  6,  I960  and  March  31, 
1961  provides  that  the  President,  notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
Title  II,  shall  determine  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  period  ending  June 
30,  1962  in  such  amount  or  amounts  as  he  shall  find  in  the  national 
interest,  not  to  exceed  what  the  quota  for  Cuba  would  have  been  without 
the  amendment. 

For  the  purposes  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  United 
States,  the  President  is  authorized  to  cause  or  permit  to  be  brought  or 
imported  into  or  marketed  in  the  United  States,  at  such  times  and  from 
such  sources,  including  any  country  whose  quota  has  been  so  reduced, 
and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  deems  appropriate  under 
the  prevailing  circumstances,  a  quantity  of  sugar,  not  in  excess  of  the 
sum  of  any  reductions  in  quotas  made  pursuant  to  this  subsection:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  any  part  of  such  quantity  equivalent  to  the  pro- 
ration of  domestic  deficits  to  the  country  whose  quota  has  been  reduced 
may  be  allocated  to  domestic  areas  and  the  remainder  of  such  quantity 
(plus  any  part  of  such  allocation  that  domestic  areas  are  unable  to  fill) 
shall  be  apportioned  in  raw  sugar  as  follows: 

1.  Any  foreign  country  with  a  quota  under  Subsection  202(c)  of  the  Act 
between  3,000  and  10,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  shall  be  permitted  to 
enter  a  total  of  10,000  tons  during  the  calendar  year; 

2.  Fifteen  percent  of  the  remainder  shall  be  purchased  from  the  Re- 
public of  the  Philippines; 

3.  The  balance,  including  any  unfilled  balances  from  allocations  already 
provided,  shall  be  pure  hased from  for eign  countries  having  quotas  under 
section  202(c),  other  than  those  provided  in  1  above,  prorated  according 
to  quotas  established  under  section 202(c),  except  that  any  amount  which 
would  be  purchased  from  any  country  with  which  the  United  States  is  not 
in  diplomatic  relations  need  not  be  purchased; 
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4.  Any  additional  amounts  needed  may  be  purchased  from  any  foreign 
country  without  regard  to  allocation  except  that  special  consideration 
shall  be  given  to  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  and  to  those  coun- 
tries purchasing  United  States  agricultural  commodities  . 

To  the  extent  that  the  President  finds  that  raw  sugar  is  not  reasonably 
available,  direct-consumption  sugar  may  be  permitted  or  caused  to  be 
imported . 


REQUIREMENTS  AND  QUOTAS  FOR  LOCAL  CONSUMPTION 
IN  HAWAII  AND  PUERTO  RICO 


Section  203  of  the  Sugar  Act  requires  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
determine  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  con- 
sumers in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.  He  must  do  so,  ".  .  .in  accordance 
with  such  provisions  of  section  201  (of  the  Sugar  Act)  as  he  deems  ap- 
plicable ..."

1.  September  1961  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
907,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  78,000  tons 
from  August  1961  but  up  69,000  tons  from  September  I960.  January- 
September  1961  deliveries  7,261,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (prelim- 
inary) _up  101,000  tons,  or  1.4  percent  from  same  I960  period.  Final 
data  for  August  1961  deliveries,  992,000  tons  --  previously  published 
preliminary  as  985,000  tons. 


2.  Primary  distributors  1  stocks  September  30,  1961  were  834,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  151,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  down  297 , 000  tons  from  end  August  1961.  During  September  beet 
processors'  stocks  decreas  ed  by  about  1  51 ,  000  tons  ,  refiners'  stocks  by 
121,000  tons,  importers  of  direct-consumption  stocks  by  about  25,000 
tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  751  tons. 


3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  October  24,  1961  were  5,430,884  short 
tons,  raw  value;  in  addition,  2,  750 ,  121  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
were  authorized  for  entry,  for  a  total  of  the  two  of  8,181,00  5  tons. 


4.  Regionally,  January- August  sugar  deliveries  this  year,  as  compared 
with  last  year,  were  up_  3.0  and  3.4  percent,  respectively,  to  the  West- 
ern and  North  Central  regions.  Deliveries  were  dawn  2.8  percent  to  the 
Southern  region,  and  2.4  percent  to  the  New  England  region.  To  the 
Middle  Atlantic  region,  deliveries  were  about  the  same  in  both  years.
